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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Sako does not disclose, 
"the portion of the digital content that is not encrypted being required for locating or seeking to a selected position in the media stream 
represented by the digital content". Examiner respectfully disagrees. The cited portion of the claimed limitation which is too broad in 
meaning expressly teaches by Sako. Sako discloses, "reading plain data from the record medium on which content data composed of 
data of a content for which an encrypting process has been performed and the plain data have been recorded, the plain data being placed 
at a position that allows the plain data to be read before the data of the content ....(paragraphs, 0034)" discloses this limitation. As the 
claim limitation can be interpreted in general meaning of the art that is the not encrypted portion (plain data portion) of the digital content is 
required for locating to a selected position in the media stream represented by the digital content. Sako teaches this limitation several 
palaces in his invention., "reading plain data from content data composed of data of a content for which an encrypting process has been 
performed and the plain data have been recorded, the plain data being read before the data of the content, at least information used for 
performing a decryption for the data of the content for which the encrypting process has been performed (paragraphs, 0039)", and "when 
a plain data portion is placed at a position that allows the plain data portion to be read before the encrypted data portion of the data of the 
content, a reproducing process including a decrypting process can be easily performed (paragraphs, 0059)". Applicant other arguments 
regarding claim 16, and 26 is also discloses in Sako's reference and it had been showed in the previous office actions. . 
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
